Tie Joint Commission 


HEARINGS ARE FREELY GRANTED 


Statements of All Interested Will 


Ba Received-Newspaper Vlew- 


Mataafa to be a Witness 


(From Saturday's Daily.) 


APIA, Samoa, May 22.— T&e Herald, 


of this date, nas the following editdr- 
ially: 


The Commissioners, which have been 


appointed by the Powers to investigate 
.the cause of the trouble in Samoa, 
have arrived. They ihaye selected of- 
fices at the International Hotel, which 
are most suitable for them to transact 
their 'business, being convenient to the 
public and yet free from any annoy- 
ance from the street Since their ar- 
rival tbe English, American and Ger- 
man warships have supplied a guard 
in. turn. As far as we cam ascertain, 
the business done has consisted in in- 
terviews -with several gentlemen who 
bare expressed their views to them as 
to the political situation, to view of 
the fact that the Commissioners have 
expressed their desire to meet any of 
the residents that are in a position to 
give any Information as to Samoa and 
fiamoam affairs.. We have also been 
informed .that the Commissioners have 
leceived letters both from Tanu and 
Mataafa, These the Commissioners 
bare replied to, but as yet no definite 
day has 'been fixed for a 
reception. 


That tihe Commissioners will do their 
, best to .put things on a 'better footing 
-we have not the slightest doubt. They 
have full .power. The Consuls, and all 
other officials, even the ships of war 
to the toarbor are at their orders. They 
are to a position to deal with the ques- 
tion ful'iy, and as they think neces- 
sary. We have heard .that tihe Com- 
mission has already had several inter- 
views with a number of gentlemen who 
are well acquainted with 'the native 
and his customs, and thai the same 
are most anxdous to meet others who 
are able to give them information, 
wbich might assist them in forming a 
jost opinion. We hear also that the 
Commission is in unanimity on ail 
pointe, so that we may look forward 
bran early .settlement of ithe question. 
"We'wbald Tadvise residents of- Apia to 
to careful in accepting Information re- 
ta&ed on the beach as to the doings 
el the Commission, as It is not-always 
reliable and very often injurious to 
the good they may be doing. That the 
question of the welfare alone of Sa- 
moa and Samoans is the desire of the

THE WAIKIK1 SALOOJf. 


The granting of license to keep a sa- 


loon on the Walkiki road, directly 
upon the jeapqeway at the terminus of 
the tramcar line, was a most unfortu- 
nate piece of carelessness on the part 
of the Government The building it- 
self does no credit to the 'place. It be 
longs to that style of architecture call- 
ed the "shanty." Across the face of it 
IB an enormous sign presenting the 
words, "Enterprise beer." This sign, 
It is saiid, is easily read through glasses 
of those standing on the decks of out- 
going and incoming steamers. 
The 


causeway itself furnishes the only 
grand view of the ocean on the Wai- 
klkl road. This view, combined with 
that of Makee Island, with its stately 
ironwood trees, presents the most pic- 
turesquo effect in the city or Its sub- 
urbs, excluding, of course, the moun- 
tain views. The land side of the cause- 
way should be acquired by the Govern- 
ment, so J3ta£ seats could be perma- 
nently placed'so as to front the ocean. 
Right in this scene of wonderful trop- 
ical beauty of ocean and land ibis sa- 
loon shanty has been placed, which is 
a quick reminder of the saloons on 
the outposts of civilization. 


Let there be a saloon in that neigh- 


borhood, if it is needed, but let it be 
placed at some distance from the road, 
on one of the Bide streets, where it will 
not be conspicuous. 
The traveler, 


wte, after a long journey by sea, at 
test sighted land and a gallows stand- 
Ing on it, exclaimed; "Thaak God! I 
am again in oivtillzatkm," and he would 
surely have made the same exclama- 
tion if he had seen a saloon in place of j 
it 
But why place these evidences of 


man's crime and weakness in conspic-| 
nous places? Why make a loafing; 
place of one of the prettiest spots in 
the city? 


In Justice to the Government it may 


perhaps be said that it granted the li-, 
cense without 'having its attention 
called to the location of the saloon. 
Tne license will expire before long, 
and it should not be renewed unless 
another place is taken. 


AND EMBALMED BESF. 


The press of the Mainland that hab- 


itually denounces the President, re- 
fuses to accept the findings of the mil- 
itary court in the matter of embalmed 
beef. It pronounces it a whitewashing 
affair, and charges the President with 
organizing the court in such a way as 
to secure an acquittal. But the find- 
ing of the court will stand approved by 
the common sense of the country. 


The court does not find that em- 


balmed beef was used as charged by 
Gen. Miles, and it censures him for not 
making an official report on the mat- 
ter the moment that he believed that it 
was used. Any one familiar with the 
industry of preparing meats, and fhe 
reputations of the great concerns who, 
furnish it, does not believe that they 
were guilty of the charge of using in- 
jurious chemicals in the process. Their 
trade depends upon popular opinion, 
which is extremely sensitive in the 
matter of canned goods. They simply 
furnished to the army an article which 
was a staple in trade. .

LABORERS IN THE BRITISH CO- 


LOUIES. 


Lord Stanmore, the Governor of 


Mauritius, has established harmonV 
between the planters and the Indian 
laborers. 


The laborers are satisfied with the 


wages and are saving money. Some of 
the coolies are proprietors or co-pro- 
prietors in the sugar elates . 


The British colonial governors are 


not always in harmony with the Brit- 
ish residents and planters of the colo- 
nies who represent the mercantile in- 
terests, and are always clamorous for 
a colonial rule which will put money 
in their pockets, without reference to 
the well-being of the native inhabi- 
tants. -Opposed to them is a powerful, 
though not dominant, party at home, 
which would be called in these Islands 
'the missionary party." It has modi- 
fled the harshness of the mercantile 
spirit in the colonies, and has, after 
many years of persistent labor, made 
the colonial rule an enlightened and 
beneficial rule. It is this party which 
strenuously opposes the British opium 
trade with China, and would have 
forced the Government to abolish it, 
if the loss of it did not seriously crip- 
ple the revenues of the East Indian 
Government. It has, however, forced 
.he colonial rulers to govern justly, 
sven at the expense 01 the British sub- 
ects in the colonies. 


The ablest and most progressive of 


.hese governors have looked to Bng- 
and for approval, and not to the Brit- 
sh subjects residing abroad. 
They 


lave enforced the laws protecting im- 
migrants, and some of them have 
achieved great success in improving 
•heir condition. They have recognized 
;he British citizenship of the meanest 
:oolie, and given them a certain pro- 
.ection. Time and again the British 
lolonial planters have sent protests *o 
the home Government against alleged 
arbitrary acts of these governors, but 
-he "missionary" influence at home has 
usually defeated their schemes and 
forced them to live up to some measure 
of justice. 


A REMARKABLE M VN. 


Mr Henry B. Hyde, who recently 


died in New York city, was one of the 
most successful business men of his 
generation. At the time of his death 
lie was the vice-president of the Equit- 
able Life Assurance Society, whose as- 
sets now amount to over $200,000,000. 
Although he was not the founder, he 
became its chief executive agent when 
it was hardly known to the public, 
and soon showed great business capac- 


ity. 
When the trustees of the company 


fixed his salary and income many years 


ago, 
at $75,000 per year, the public 


was surprised at this act of seeming 
extravagance. This was done before 
the period of large salaries com- 
menced 
It was at the time the largest 


paid in the United States 
The man- 


agers of the association were far- 
sighted men, and had mapped ont the 
growth of an organization beyond the 
dreams of even enterprising men, 
They counted on the enormous growth 
of population, and the desire of men to 
provide for those who sun ived them. 
This firm faith in expanding America 
was one of the secrets of Mr Hyde's 
success. The results of his work at the 
end of thirty-five years surprised even 
Mr Hyde himself

casions in Anglo-Saxon history. 


The Incidents of its delivery become 


more Interesting as time passes. The 
opinions of the men who sat on the 
Gettysburg platform when the epeeeh 
was delivered are now the evidences 
of the short vision of man, and. the 
failure of Lincoln's able contempora- 
ries to mark the value of his thought 
on that occasion. The rising genera- 
tion should understand how fallible 
human judgments are deajing with 
current events. 


Col. 
Lamon, the Marshal of theVDis- 


trict of Columbia, and Lincoln's aide 
and attendant says of the occasion and 
the speech: 


'Mr. Everett's address was worthy 


of the solemn occasion and of his great 
fame as an orator. He was tumultu- 
ously applauded. While the President 
delivered his few hundred words the 
multitude observed perfect silence. 
One might have been able to hear the 
proverbial pin drop. 


"As for me, I recognized the brief 


address, Lincoln having read the first 
draft to me a few days previous. This 
took place at my house in Washing- 
ton, whither the President had come 
to spend the evening. On removing 
lie hat on that occasion a folded sheet 
of foolscap paper dropped out. 


" 'I will read that to you, .Hill,' he 


had said. 'It is a memorandum of my 
forthcoming address. But, let me tell 
yon it is not at all satisfactory to me. 
You know. I am driven to death now- 
adays; stillTthe public will expect a 
supreme effort 
nevertheless. 
T a-n 


afraid, though, it will be disappointed 
this time.' 


"What the 
Gettysburg 
atadlence 


bought of the speech I do not pretend 
o know. At anj$ rate, the people In- 
dulged in no demonstrations; but we, 
on the platform, I am ashanied to say, 
'elt much depressed on account of it. 
Mr. Everett, answering to a whispereJ 
question irom Secretary Seward, blunt- 
y said: 'I am disappointed. It was 
not what I expected from Mr. Lincoln.' 


" 'And what is your opinion, Mr. 


Seward?' added Everett. Mr. Seward 
replied; 'He has made a botch of it, 
and I am very sorry. That speech was 
not worthy of Lincoln.' 


The Secretary of State then asked 


my judgment. I could only regretfully 
Indorse the criticisms already passed, 
for i felt, with the rest 'of Lincoln's1 


friends, that his speech was not up to 
the mark." 


When it was reported that the ad- 


dress was received with cheers and 
sobs, Col. Lamon said: 


"I am the only Lincoln biographer 


who was on that platform at Gettys- 
burg. The others got their material 
second-hand, and among these writers 
were many, who, during Lincoln's life- 
Ime, had run to their wits' end to 
blackguard tne President. 
After his 


death they fell in with the general' 
hrong and lauded him to the sky. 
They positively invented 
so-called 


facts and incidents calculated to glo- 
rify Lincoln, and the apotheosis of the 
Gettysburg speech was only one of 
these maneuvers. 


'I repeat, there were only perfuncto- 


ry demonstrations of applause at the 
oncluaion of Lincoln's remarks. More- 
over, the President himself felt that he 
bad made a failure. 'Lamon,' he said, 
shortly after it was finished, 'that 
speech won't scour. It's a flat failure, 
and the people are 
disappointed..' 


Won't scour1 was Lincoln's favorite 
expression for lack of merit. 


"Later on, at Washington, the Pres 


dent returned to the subject. 'Hill,1 


he said, 'I tell you that speech fell on 
the audience like a wet blanket 
It 


distresses me to think of it. 
I ought 


to have prepared it with greater care'

Sunday newspapers, not because it is 
a more righteous public than the 
American, but because it has not aban- 
doned its old ways of doing things. 
Tto .American pflbllc will cordially 
support this proposition that it is it- 
sell At least equal, if not superior in 
moral? worth and Intelligence to the 
BrltWh public. *And yet the Sunday 
newspaper has become a permanent 
and almost the best'part of the current 
literature throughout the land. Some 
foolish preachers have had their fin- 
gers jammed in trying to close the 
door on it. Some religious newspapers 
have solemnly, but in vain, denounced 
its publication. 
It reaches now the 


majority of families and is welcome 
because of the high stand it has taken 
in furnishing excellent literature at 
the cheapest rate. Many people take 
only'the Sunday edition o* an enter- 
prising newspaper in order to get the 
valuable material It contains. 
The 


jest .authors find some of their most 
profitable work in writing for the Sun- 
day g^per. 


The American public, always more 


eager, for news than the British public, 
naturally demanded these Sunday pa- 
>ers. The vast number of persons in 
:he cities who do not attend church 
find In them bdth amusement and in- 
fraction. 


Fortunately, the moral influence of 


.hese Capers has been good. Few, in- 
deedj are the preachers who can preach 
as well as the writers on these papers, 
because they are in the world and of 
it/an:d get nearer to the hearts of 
men. ' The average man who can read, 
understands the thought of the news- 
paperv but he does not, as a rule, un- 
derstand the thought of the pulpit, be- 


a'feMi gingerly touches on life, and 


persistently ignores the homely facts. 
The,, paper gives to its readers life as 
t is,- rThe pulpit too generally gives it 
to. its ihearers as it is not. 


WHfetner there sbould or should not 


be a':S'unday newspaper is now only an 
academic question, because it is firmly 
established and entertains and in- 
strue^s so many who refuse to enter 
the -dbtarches. 


The' British, public is still under the 
•orce of its customs €and habits of 
bought, which exclude what seems to 


ajjrofane act on Sunday. But this 


exclngion-by no means indicates high- 


atefflflards of life. The English peo- 


ple >wno discourage Sunday papers in- 
sist ftJmt the beer shops should be 
opened during certain hours of the 
Sabbath, so that the public should not 
go thirsty. It is therefore, not so 
much* a matter of morals as of habit 
.hat -condemns the reading* of papers 
on the Sabbath. 


NAVAL PROMOTIONS. 


There is much dissatisfaction among 


the officers of the navy about the pr >- 
motions made for "distinguished ser- 
vices during the war." There are hard- 
headed men who are perfectly familiar 
with^the exact hls'tory of the naval 
engagements, and have not lost their 
heads^'in taking account ol what was 
done.. The battle of Santiago is re- 
rarded by them as only a case of ex- 
:ellent~-gun practice. They know and 
say tb each other that the Spanish 
fleet,-with its smokeless powder and 
brtless guns, was not even a respecta- 
ble foe. A distinguished naval office^, 
who Decently visited this port, declares 
that the Spanish fleet should have 
concentrated upon one or two of our 
vessels and sunk £hem; that any naval 
comntender with pluck would have 
done ,it.. But the Spanish officers and 
men were conscious of their own in- 
efficiency, and realized the result of

Editor P. C. A.: It has. now been 


abundantly .proved that the Marconi 
system of wireless telegraphy is—with- 
in ce'rtain"limit8, at least—a complete 
success. It Is true that the distance— 
thirty-two miles—covered, so far, is 
not great, but the accuracy and 
promptitude with which messages 
have been transmitted and received 
between the South Foreland, England, 
and Boulogne, on the coast of France, 
under all sorts and conditions of 
weather, leaves no doubt as to Its 
practicability. 


Further, the complete success of the 


experiments between the South Fore- 
land and the Goodwin Lightship, 
sbo/ws that many of the dangers and 
Inconveniences of travel on the track 
less ocean may 'be eliminated, and we 
have reason to hope that the ships on 
our great waterways may soon be as 
easily communicated with as the trains 
on any of our railroads. 


The system is also cheap and its op- 


eration is simple. According to the es- 
timate of Professor Fleming, of Lon- 
don University, the total cost of the 
installation at the South Foreland 
would not exceed $500. Here, then, is 
what we want in the Islands, a system 
which is cheap, accurate, and easy of 
manipulation. 
The widest channel in 


the group, that between Oahu and 
ECauai, is but sixty-one miles across, at 
.ts narrowest part. This stretch, ac- 
cording to Marconi's rule, would re- 
quire a vertical wire of about 160 feet. 
All the other channels are less than 
thirty miles at their narrowest parts, 
Their cases could, therefore, all be met 
with wires from 80 to 120 feet in 
height. 


We are much in need of rapid inter- 


sland communication. The islands, as 
.hey lie, are eminently adapted for 
such a sytem. 
We have the cliffs 


standing on every Island ready to re- 
ceive the vertical insulated wires. We 
ttxr& the restless, -business ,men. -and 
plantation managers chafing over our 
solation, when news delayed for three 
or four days may mean the loss or 
gain of as many thousands of dollars. 


The cheapness and utility of the sys- 


tem is beyond question. Lord Kelvin 
has seen it, tried it, and given it the 
stamp of his approval. Many other 
eminent scientists have done likewise, 
but the stamp of Kelvin alone is suffi- 
cient to clear away all doubt. Sig. 
Marconi is still busy elaborating his 
system, and we wish this brilliant 
young 
Italian 
every 
success, but 


enough has already been done with 
the system as it stands to. show that 
it meets a long-felt want. I suppose 
we will have cable communication 
with the Mainland sooner or .later- 
most likely later—but I don't expect 
we will ever see an inter-island cable. 
Wireless telegraphy will be able to 
meet all our requirements. Let us be- 
gin now aad be able to give the big 
cable a hearty greeting when it does 
come. A little enterprising capital is 
all that is required. We are rich, and 
we own the country; let us furnish it 
in a manner befitting our Importance, 
and our times.

Hav- 
ing accepted this position, Mr. Stod- 
dard has been obliged to forego his an- 
ticipated trip through the Southern 
States and Cuba in search of improved 
methods of machinery in the new H. C. 
Go's mill, soon to be constructed at 
Kahului. Apropos of this new mill, 
which will be the largest and best in 
the Islands, it Is stated that tbe largest 
pumping plant in Hawaii nei, capable 
of pumping 75,000,000 gallons a day, 
will be established at KahuluL 


The firm of Fraser & Chalmers is 


putting in a large pump which will 
draw water from five wells at Maliko 
gulch, for the use of Hamakuopoko 
plantation. 


The Haiku Sugar Company has add- 


ed another improvement which is at- 
tracting considerable attention. It is 
a wire trolley for the conveyance of 
cane from Kaluanui to the mill at Ha- 
makuopoko. Lahaina plantation has 
been using two such trolleys success- 
fully. Albert Homer, of Hawaii, has a 
patent by which the pulleys which con- 
vey the bundles of cane downward can 
pass the different posts in safety.

Mannaolu Seminary held a meeting at 
Pala. The bids by Honolulu contract- 
ors for the construction of the new 
school varied from $32,000 to $23,000 
It was decided to give California build- 
ers a chance to send in estimates.

Tie (Land Department of the Govern- 


ment has practically decided upon a 
plan of disposing of the tract of land 
to 'be opened in Olaa. Owinp to ihe 
enormous demand^ for holdings and the 
possible desire on the part of some of 
the applicants to realiza largely and 
promptly the lands will probably be 
sold at auction to the highest bidder 
and a clause will be inserted in the 
agreements providing for a five years' 
actual residence. Mr. Baldwin admits 
that this will probably be the plan 
adopted, but definite instructions 
to 


that effect <have not yet been received. 
He said to a reporter for the Herald: 


"When I was in Honolulu a couple of 


weeks ago I had a conversation with 
Land Commissioner Brown regarding 
the opening of the lands in Olaa, and 
he suggested the adopting of the same 
plan that is in force in Hamakua, and 
I think the lands will be sold to the 
highest bidder to be paid for in cash 
at the time of purchase, or on the same 
plan as the right of purchase 'eases 
where interest only on ithe amount is 
collected during.the term 
specified. 


The five years' residence clause will be 
inserted so that speculation can be, to 
a great extent, avoided. A man can 
cuy land under the present terms and 
pu. on a 'dummy' to fill the require- 
ments of the law for two years, but it 
may be difficult for hizn to do this for 
five years. It is this 'dummy' business 
the Government will try to s^op There 
is being printed in Honolulu a form 
containing a list of questions to 'be 
answered and sworn to by holders of 
right of purchase leases as the Gov- 
ernment intends to ascertain as near 
as possible just how closely the law is 
being carried out. These answers wil! 
include the name of the holder, his res-

"corpse" from the proper point, In or- 
der that they might not be startled 
by any movement of the eyelids or fa- 
cial muscles. The Deputy Marshal 
calmly Informed them that unless they 
told of Ah OI's whereabouts they 
would spend the rest of the day and 
night with the corpse That was the 
last straw 
They immediately told 


how Ah Of had left the house at 2 
o'clock In the morning and didn't get 
back until after 4. This was a good 
beginning, and from that the detective 
deputy worked until he had landed Ah 
Oi behind the bars, with a plentiful 
supply of strong evidence against him 


there and such other information as 
may be deemed necessary. 


"Some people have an idea they can 


live and do- business in Hilo or else- 
where and still hold their land; this 
is not correct, A man with a wife o* 
family might live in Hilo and attend 
to his buefoesa here and hold his land 
provided his wife or his family had ac- 
tually resided on the land he had se-* 
cured under lease. Two places ^of res- 
idence will hardly fill the bill. 


"Another mistake has been made by 


people right here in Hilo. They own 
homes in the town and have taken np 
Government land in Olaa or Puna upon 
favorable terms. The Government will 
not allow this under any circumstances 
as the agreements provided that they 
must not be the owners of other lands 
When the time comes for paying up 
zhese people will discover their mis- 
take to their cost. 


"I do not know what will be done in 


the matter of settlement associations; 
those things are attended to entirely 
at the Land Office in Honolulu and all 
applications that I have received have 


sent down. Under that clause in 


the Land Act not more than one hun- 
dred acres can be assigned a single 
family and not less than six families 
can apply for land to be set apart for 
their use in this way 
My impression 


is that the lands mus,. be occupied 
within three months from the time the 
land Is transferred to the association. 
The only one established in this vicin- 
ity is over by Laupahoehoe, which H 
B. Gehr ia at the head of. So far only 
seven families have signified their in- 
tention of locating there; whether or 
not there are more to <xnne I do not 
know. He took np 1700 acres, which 
means that seventeen families should 
live there. Eight associations have 
filed their applications for lands for 
settlements in Olaa. most of them ask- 
ing for the same lots, and "by actua1 
calculation there would be just enough 
land in the lots to accommodate two 
and one-half associations. I have nc 
information as to what the Depirtaen: 
will do, probably a ^ompromiee o? 
some kind may be effected or the Gov- 
ernment may decide to give them land 
somewhere else. No definite time has 
been set ftfr tie opening of the land 
and the settlement matters cannot be 
attended to until this is done."

1 took 
it away from him This evening after 
he took the first dose he asked for 
some water, and Rev S E. Bishop, 
being there at the time, handed him a 
glass of water When he got the water 
he put some more of the stuff in the 
water and tried to drink it, but Dr 
Bishop knocked it out of his hand. 
Then he walked from the house and 
while going out of the yard told Dr. 
Bishop that he was going down town to 
get some more stuff which could not 
be knocked out of Ms hand. I then 
tried to follow haim but could not catch 
sight of him. I notified the police and 
they told me that they would send up 
some officers. 
When I came back to 


ask at the station house if he had been 
arrested they told me he was dead. He 
had been arrested and a 'Portuguese 
hackman had brought him home. I did 
not see this bottle with the carbolic 
acid at all. It was something else al- 
together that he took. I did not see 
anything thait took place when the of- 
ficers were up there, because I wae 
down. town. That is his handwriting 
in that letter marked Exhibit B. 


M. S. Perry — I am a hackman. I 


drove A. Schmeden about 4:30 this af- 
ternoon from the corner of King and 
Nuuanu streets to the premises of Rev. 
S. E. Bishop on School street. He had 
been drinking, but was not drunk We 
stopped at the 'Louvre saloon and he 
treated. He asked Harry Juen how 
much he owed him and Juen said that 
it was a dollar. Schmeden then told 
him that if he did not die that night 
he would pay him tomorrow. He want- 
ed to stop at the Commercial saloon to 
get a bottle of whisky, but I told him 
ne had too much already 
Tien we 


went on and when we go^ near the 
gate he gave me a note written in Ger- 
man which he wished me to keep and 


roughened and discolored. It might be 
caused by permanganate of potash in a 
strong solution. 


A Manase—Warn a police officer. I

tical. The search for a publisher coats 
time and trouble. On agreement wilji 
the author, hopeful manuscripts, after 
revision are forwarded to the editors 
or publishers who are most likely to 
accept them. Books are seen through 
the press; good titles are suggested for 
author or publisher; awards of liter 
'ary prizes are made for schools ano 
periodicals. All work is done in con- 
sideration of a fee agreed upon by the 
contracting parties. .
